The motions will be 
before Judge A. W. Hawkins in 
Scottsboro before May 6, when the 
Free-the-Scottsboro-Boys March on 


Washington begins. Their freedom 


must be one of the main demands 
raised in the march, which is for the 
freedom of all the boys. 

Attorney Fraenkel is best known 
for his book “The Sacco-Vanzetti 


Case”, an analysis of the evidence in 


this case which completely exposed 
the frame-up against these two mil- 
itant workers. The book was pub- 
lished in 1031. 


The application for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus will be made before 
Judge A. E. Hawkins in Scottsboro, 
the judge of the original lynch-trial 
of the boys in April 1931. With the 
application will be filed a demand 
that the hearing be removed to Bir- 
mingham, where the boys are, to 
avoid bringing them to the northern 
Alabama lynch-town. 

The legal basis of the application 
will de: 

1. That they are illegally held in 
jail under orders of the circuit court. 


2. That they have been deprived of |

Dear Comrades: -— 

I worked in the workers ftather- 
land, Sovietland, from April 1931 till 
March 1933, two years. I knew tks 
life of the workers. When I came 
back to help support my father, who 
was blinded while I was away, I 
passed through Riga, Latvia. There, 
in an. interview, I told Donald Day, 
Chicago Tribune correspondent for 
the Baltic countries and for USSR, 
something of Soviet life.
